Elba City Council looks at garbage/ 
sewer rate increases for customers

During the Elba City 
Council meeting Monday 
evening, Oct. 24, Mayor 
Tom Maddox presented 
council members with pro- 
posals for increases to the 
city’s garbage/trash rates 
and sewer rates. — 

According to the mayor, 
the last rate increase for 
garbage and trash rates was 
March 1, 2013. 

Under the proposed rates, 
that will be presented as 
an amended ordinance at 
the next council meeting, 
the residential garbage pick- 
up rate will increase from 
$16 per month to $18 per 
month; and the cost of extra 
garbage cans will increase 
from $10 to $12. When 
the total household income 
is solely dependent upon 
Social Security there shall 
be an exemption, the paper- 
work added. . 

As for trash pick up from 
residences, the cost for over 
half a load will increase 


from $75 per load to $100 
per load. 

Fees for garbage pickup 
for businesses (by con- 
tainer size) are proposed 
to increase as well at $2 
extra each per container for 
each number of pick-ups 
per week. ~ 

The documents provided 
by the mayor also indicated 
the last increase for sewer 
rates in Elba was March 1, 
2007. 

For residents, sewer rates 
are based on the customers 
water usage. The proposed 
increases the council is con- 
sidering are as follows: First 
2,000 gallons ($10 mini- 


“mum will increase to $13 


minimum); Next 3,000 gal- 
lons ($2.50 per 1,000 gal- 
lons will increase to $3.50 
per 1,000 gallons); Next 
7,000 gallons ($1.25 per 
1,000 gallons will increase 
to $2 per 1,000 gallons); 
Over 12,000 gallons (No 
extra charge). There would 
be a maximum charge of 
$37.50 per month. 


The proposed commercial 
sewer rates increase will be 
as follows: First 1,000 gal- 
lons ($25 minimum); Over 
1,000 gallons ($3 per 1,000 
gallons). No maximum bill 
for commercial. 

The proposal also 
includes increased sewer 
tapping fees — 4” increase 
from $400 to $600; 6” 
increase from $500 to $750; 
and 8” increase from $600 
to $900. 

After learning from the 
‘city~ attorney that the gar-~ 
bage and sewer rates fall 
under ordinance, the mayor 
said the documents provid- 
ed Monday evening were 
for information purposes 
only. He said the council 
would be asked to consider 
an ordinance amendment at 
the next meeting to official- 
ly approve the rate increases 
as proposed. 

Also, council members 
noted they would decide at 
that time a date to put the 
new rates into effect in the 
city.

All this sounds like 
a good plan that was carried out as designed, but there 
were still two deaths and at least six others wounded. 
Witnesses credit the fact that the shooter’s weapon 
jammed at least once in what prevented even more vic- 
tims. We hope all schools, hospitals, churches, etc., pay 
close attention to each and every one of these shootings, 
study exactly how it happened and hone their security 
plan to as near perfection as possible Ge time they get 
another incident report.

*** The Elba Tigers went into last week’s region 
match-up with Pleasant Home knowing what they needed 
to do and did just that as they disposed of the out-manned 
Eagles 48-6 to win the region title and secure the home- 
field advantage in the playoffs. The Elba offense scored on 
its first six possessions to open up a 42-0 halftime lead and 
then turned things over to the reserves to mop up the easy 
road win. Alvin Henderson and JT Coleman combined to 
rush for 230 yards and five touchdowns in the first half 
and then stayed on the sidelines during what little bit of a 
second half it was with the clock never stopping and the 
final two quarters being only eight minutes. The Tigers 
still have a lot of work to do if they hope to contend for a 
state title, but so far this season they have done whatever 
it'took to get the win on their side of the board and in their 
minds will no doubt get it done.

The Elba Tigers wrapped up the region title and 
improved their record to 9-0 Friday night with an easy
